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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of 2/16/07 is deemed proper and as 
requested by the applicant, the examiner has included herewith the detailed elaboration of the rejection. The amendment after the final 
rejection will be entered, however, the amendment does not put the application in condition for allowance since the cited reference 
teaches an ultrasonic flow rate sensor including an oscillation wave (shock wave) generating means (2a, 2b) which generate and detect 
oscilation waves generated by a pulse generating means generated by applying a voltage pulse to the piezoelectric elements of the 
transducers. As shown in Fig. 4, wave S1 is nothing more than a pulsed signal generated by a pulse generating means (voltage source) 
Thus the oscillation wave of Ohnishi is nothing more than a shock wave since as disclosed by the applicant, the voltage source is used to 
generate a shock wave in the instant invention and thus when a voltage source is used to generate a shock wave in the instant invention, 
then similarly and inherently the voltage source used in the reference would generate a shock wave in the pezoelectric element and also 
fig. 4 shows steep rising and steep falling edges. Thus even though the reference does not explicity use the term "shock wave", it is 
inherent that the the voltage source which is applied to the piezoelectric element would inherently generate the shock wave in the 
transducer as described in the instant invention. 
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
